The Memoirs of Lurana Mary Francis 


MOTHER FOUNDRESS OF THE FRANCISCAN SISTERS OF THE ATONEMENT

CHAPTER XXVIII. 
“Lurana” 


As we related in the preceding chapter, when the 
Father Founder of the Society of the Atonement made 
his first Profession in the presence of the late Dr. 
Leighton Coleman, Anglican Bishop of Delaware, he 
was given the name of Paul James, to which was 
added, a few weeks later the name of Francis, and we 
promised to relate in this chapter the extraordinary 
event which led to this being done. 

It was a keen disappointment to Sister Lurana Mary 
that the Bishop had chosen James instead of Francis 
for the second name of the Father Founder and be 
cause of her own great devotion to the Patriarch of 
Assisi, she not only selected St. Francis Day, October 
4th, 1900, as the time for her own Religious Profes- 
sion in the Society of the Atonement, but she also 
desired to receive the name of Francis. This desire 
on her part seemed to render necessary the discarding 
of the name, Lurana, which she had not only borne 
as a Sister in Religion, but, since her baptism in 
infancy. Since Father Paul James had received only 
two names at his Profession, it did not seem fitting that 
the Mother Foundress should receive three names. 
Hence—the necessity of dropping either Lurana or 
Mary to make room for Francis. Father Paul said to 
her in this connection: “It is with much reluctance I 
give my consent to your parting with the name, Lurana. 
Ot course, to lay aside the name of the Mother of God 
is not to be thought of for a moment, but as it is your 


great desire to be called Francis at your Profession, 
there seems to be no escape from the consequent loss 
to you of the name, Lurana.” 


An Unexpected INTERVENTION 


But what happened meantime verified an old saying: 
“Man proposes, but God disposes.” One day Sister 
Margaret, Senior Novice at the Convent, having 
secured permission to speak to the Father Founder, 
told him how on the Octave of the Feast of the Ascen- 
sion, May 3lst, as she went forward to the altar rail 
to receive Holy Communion, she saw four angels of 
great beauty and majesty standing in the sanctuary, 
diagonally across from the center of the altar to where 
now stands the statue of Our Lady of the Atonement. 
As though moved by an interior presence she addressed 
them saying: “Have you come to adore the Mystery 
of Divine Love?} Then, after having received Holy 
Communion, and returned to her place in the Choir, 
she heard the angels pronounce three times, each 
time with increasing distinctness, the one word, 
“LURANA.” 

Sending at once for the Mother Foundress, Father 
Paul said to her: “If the Lord sent four angels to 
pronounce your name, Lurana, three times in the Con- 
vent Chapel, it is evident that He does not wish you 
to discard it, and, therefore, whatever else happens 
you must retain at your profession the name—Lurana.” 
He had no sooner pronounced this decision than upon 
the instant there flashed into his mind the solution of 
the difficulty. “I have it,” he exclaimed, “I know 
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what I will do. I will write at once to the Bishop and 
ask him to permit me to add Francis to Paul James and 
then I can add Francis to Lurana Mary at your profes- 
sion; and thus the problem will be happily solved. We 
can pass it on as a tradition of the Institute that who- 
ever in the future shall be appointed Father General 
or Mother General in the Society of the Atonement 
shall receive Francis as a surname for the entire family, 
thus witnessing in a striking way to the spiritual line- 
age and descent by the Children of the Atonement from 
the Seraphic Patriarch of Assisi.” The Bishop readily 
granted the permission to the Father Founder, who be- 
came henceforth Father Paul James Francis. And 
when the profession of the Mother General took place 
on St. Francis’ Day in the Chapel of Our Lady of the 
Angels, she was given the 

full name, Lurana Mary 

Francis. 


THE MEANING OF THE NAME 


At the same time Father 
Paul said to Mother Lurana: 
“If it was a true apparition 
which the Sister saw, there 
must be a reason for so 
extraordinary an _ interven- 
tion of Divine Providence. 
Lurana must mean some- 
thing, for God does not show 
predilection for any name, 
unless it has a special mean- 
ing. We know from both 
the Old and the New Testa- 
ments that names were given 
by God to certain men and 
women that had a signifi- 
cance corresponding with the 
vocation of the individual; 
for example, God changed 
the name of Abram to 
Abraham because of the 
Covenant He had with him 
to multiply his seed, for 
Abraham means in the 
Hebrew ‘Father of a multi- 
tude.’ In the same way Our 
Lord gave a special name to 
Simon, the son of John and 
brother of Andrew, and 
He, Himself, explained the reason for His doing so at 
Cesarea Philippi: “Thou art Peter and upon this rock 
I will build My Church.’ I think it worth while, there- 
fore, to seek to discover the meaning of Lurana. I 
have already tried to find its root meaning in the 
Latin, but the nearest approach to Lurana I can think 
of is ‘Lux’ (light) and that certainly is quite far off.” 

Further seeking failed to bring him any clue, but 
one night in his sleep a voice said to him: “It is 
from Avw (luo) to lcose.”” Upon waking in the morn- 
ing he at once exclaimed, “Why, to be sure, that is the 
verb we used to conjugate in Hadley’s Greek Gram- 
mar at college. Strange that I never thought of 
Greek, the language of the New Testament and also 
the Septuagint translation of the Old Testament.” 

Upon leaving Omaha to begin his following of St. 


Mother Lurana Mary Francis, 
About the time of her Profession, 
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Francis, Father Paul had parted with his library an 
it was not until the Feast of the Beheading of St. Johr 
Baptist, August 29, 1901, that he was able to get hol 
of a Greek lexicon of the New Testament. He already 
knew that the first syllable of Lurana formed the 
root (lu) of the Greek verb Avw (luo), meaning ty 
loose or redeem, being the word used in the Holy 
Gospel, where Our Lord says to St. Peter: ‘“Whatso- 
ever thou shalt loose on earth, shalt be loosed also in 
heaven.” (St. Matt. xvi:19). With the Greek lexicon 
in his hand Father Paul made the further discovery 
that the second syllable, ran, formed the root of the 
verb Pavriftw (rantodzo) to sprinkle, and is used 
by Saint Paul in his Epistle to the Hebrew Chris- 
tians, to whom he says: “But you are come to Jesus. 
the Mediator of the New 
Testament and to the 
Sprinkling of Blood which 
speaketh better things than 
that of Abel” (Heb. xii:24). 
St. Peter also uses the same 
expression. “Sprinkling of 
the Blood— *Pavturpov alpatos 
(rantismon aimatos) of 
Jesus Christ.” (St. Peter, 
fe 8 

Add to these two Greek 
roots, Ju and ran, the femi- 
nine termination, a, and we 
have the word LurRana, 
meaning loosed, or par- 
doned, by the sprinkling (of 
the Blood), which in one 
word signifies—ATONE MENT. 

The way Atonement was 
made for sin under the 
Mosaic Law is described in 
the Fifth Chapter of the 
Book of Leviticus. The 
sinner was to “do penance 
for his sin” by “offering of 
the flocks an ewe lamb, or a 
she goat,” but if “not able 
to offer a beast, let him offer 
two turtles, or two young 
pigeons to the Lord, one for 
sin and the other for a holo- 
caust, and he shall give them 
to the priest: who shall offer 
the first for sin. * * * And of its blood he shall sprinkle 
the side of the Altar, and whatsoever is left, he shall 
let it drop at the bottom thereof, because it is for sin.” 

Thus did the Lamb of God sprinkle the Altar of the 
Cross with His Own Precious Blood and the rest was 
poured out in a pool at the bottom of the Holy Rood 
and the Atonement wrought by God for our sins was 
complete.

Briefly summed up the case stands thus: The name 
given the future Mother Foundress of the Sisters of 
the Atonement in Holy Baptism and borne by her for 
several years as Sister Lurana Mary is to be discarded 
at her religious Profession in the Society of the Atone- 
ment in order to make room for Francis.

CHAPTER XIII 
Part II. 


NoTaBLE CONVERSIONS 

Our next witness is Counsellor 
Schondorf. This man had entered 
into marriage with a Catholic 
woman, and, contrary to his promise 
had caused his first child to be 
reared a Protestant. The second 
son was born twelve years later, 
and the mother with the help of 
her Catholic nurse had him baptized 
at once in the Catholic Church, and 
later reared him in her faith. This 
deep religious difference created a 
tension which threatened the happi- 
ness of the family. It was a con- 
stant source of grief to the wife and 
mother. Finally she brought her 
sorrow to Theresa Neumann, when 
she visited Konnersreuth in Aug- 
ust, 1931. In spite of years of 
incessant prayer, there was not ap- 
parently the slightest prospect of 
her husband and oldest son being 
converted to the true religion. The 
Stigmatist promised to help by both 
prayer and suffering and admon- 
ished the mother not to lessen the 
frequency or the ardor of her peti- 
tions, no matter how hopeless the 
situation might seem to be. The 
husband had consented to accom- 
pany her to Konnersreuth and they 
took their older son with them. He 
describes his first meeting with 
Theresa Neumann as follows: 
“|. . When we entered the room, 
the Stigmatist sat in a chair be- 
tween the bed and a table, busy 
with the mass of letters which 
come to her every day from every 
land on earth. When we greeted 
her and drew closer, she raised 
her covered head and looked at us 
with her large eyes, in a friendly 
and questioning way. I told her 
that the boy (who had not accom- 
panied his mother to the Neumann 
home the day before) wished to 
come today with his father. She 
said at once that she knew him and 
his mother. Brightly, artlessly, 
Theresa chatted with me... . I had 
ample opportunity to study her. Her 
features are not regular, but her 
face is winsome by reason of an 
indescribable goodness and with 








the clear serenity of her blue eyes, 
and her voice. 

“Her gestures are lively and her 
answers quick and apt. I shall 
probably be correct in saying that 
a sunny humor is one of the bases 
of her character and one of its most 
attractive attributes... .” 

The next day, Friday, August 7th, 
Counsellor Schondorf saw Theresa 
as she witnessed the Passion of Our 
Lord and shared in His bitter 
suffering. 

“. . . . When I look into the 
Spiritualized, ecstatic features of 
the sufferer, it seems to be scarcely 
a miracle that her body can live 
without nourishment. Often I have 
to tear my eyes away for a moment 
from the compelling picture. My 
gaze sweeps those standing beside 
me. I see none but deeply moved, 
snaken people. At the foot of the 
bed sits the tall form of His Ex- 
cellency, Archbishop Theodorowicz 
of Lemberg. He must have come 
long before us. Deeply affected, 
he gazes steadfastly as a statue 
but with interior emotion at the 
¢piritualized pain-transfigured coun- 
tenance of the suffering mystic. 

“. , . Sunk in contemplation, like 
blind people, we leave the room. 
The sun almost dazzles us. We 
have to find our way back into 
reality, for we have seen unreality. 
We are different from what we 
were when we entered the house. 
We shall never forget this hour, 
never! Quietly I sought my wife 
and son, who understood; they had 
had the same experience. Many 
ef the visitors hastened to the 
church, to be alone with God. But 
despite the intense suffering I had 
witnessed, there was a feeling of 
deep joy in my heart. I had seen 
the picture, the living image of such 
an intimate union with God and the 
Saviour as had hitherto appeared 
impossible to me. And if I asked 
myself, is it true and real, an 
interior voice kept telling me al- 
most jubilantly that it was true and 
real. Was it not a confirmation of 
the Scriptural words: ‘Behold, I 
am with you all days, even unto the 
end of the world!’ Through suf- 
fering to union with God, that is the 
path for all who are of good will. 





This, it seemed to me, was the con- 
tent and the admonition of Kon- 
nersreuth, in addition to its other 
purpose, which is to bear living 
testimony to a higher Power, to 
which we must bow with faith and 
confidence. Thus Konnersreuth is 
doubtlessly a blazing torch in dark 
night and deep need, aflame at the 
most opportune time, designed to 
put new courage into despairing 
hearts.” 

In spite of the favorable impres- 
sion made upon him by this first 
visit Herr Schondorf had a long 
struggle and battle before him ere 
he could overcome his Protestant 
prejudices, and finally accept in it 
tullness the Catholic faith. It was 
towards the end of that long fight 
he tells us: 

“After all I had experienced, I 
found no satisfaction in the cold 
Lutheran preaching service. I felt 
lrawn to the Mass of the Catholic 
Church. I did not go to my church 
any more. Though it was still some- 
what strange to me; though I did 
not yet understand it entirely, I had 
a strong sense that when at Mass I 
vas back to the original source of 
the Christian religion. I went to 
Catholic services more and more 
frequently, joining my wife and my 
younger son, but could not decide 
to take them into my confidence. I 
strove to correct my faults by keep- 
ing the Ten Commandments in 
mind, and a bad habit, the cure of 
which had always seemed hopeless. 
Nor was the process difficult. It 
seemed to come about quite 
naturally. I had stood beneath the 
cross of Konnersreuth and said mea 
culpa, mea maxima culpa. I had 
become a different man. The devout 
recollection and unity of the con- 
gregation during divine service in 
the Catholic Church, the spiritual 
association of the people in the 
priestly action at the altar, most of 
all at the moment of Consecration, 
impressed me very strongly each 
time I experienced it. My eye 
were filled with tears as I assisted 
at the Holy Sacrifice, and hunger 
took possession of my soul when I 
saw the faithful walk to the Com- 
munion railing.

with her. He was received by her 
in the friendliest manner and was 
privileged to witness her ecstasy of 
the Passion. It made a deep and 
lasting impression upon him. Soon 
after returning home, he came to 
me and amazed me by asking: 
‘Would you have anything against 
my becoming a Catholic?’ I could 
answer nothing but this: ‘/f you do 
so out of a firm conviction, no! 
After a thorough preparation, my 
on was received into the Holy 
Catholic Church on May 17, 1933, 
at the age of 28. 

“TI was present at the reception of 
my son into the Church and at his 
First Holy Communion. I was 
profoundly stirred and full of 
honest joy. He in his young years 
had found the goal quickly; he had 
come home. The inward happi- 
ness which emanated almost per- 
ceptibly from him was a source of 
deep gratification to me, as to his 
future. He was safe, and for me a 
heavy stone had been lifted from 
my path. The problem of my 
responsibility toward him had been 
solved by the loving kindness of 
Tivine Providence. 

“‘T shall arise and go to my 
Father!’ These words drove me 
more persistently, more urgently 
than ever. I realized that half- 
measures were no longer possible. 
I had to go forward, the whole 
length, and I wished to do so. At 
Konnersreuth, I knew, my _ last 
doubts, my final difficulties would 
vanish, I would be strengthened. 
And so I went to Theresa Neu- 
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mann’s village once more. On 
Tuesday, August 22, 1933, we began 
the journey and arrived in Konners- 
reuth that evening to learn that 
Theresa had gone to Treves to ven- 
erate the Holy Shroud. She would 
return in the evening of the next 
day. 

“On Wednesday afternoon (Aug- 
ust 23) I walked about the village 
which I had come to love, and 
visited the church. There I felt 
such a vehement desire to express 
myself, to tell all my difficulties. 
Not finding Father Naber, I sought 
Father Hartl, his curate. It seemed 
to me, as I neared his home that I 
was being driven by an invisible 
power. I was received with the 
utmost friendliness by the curate, 
whom I had not known at all, and 
was able to open my heart as com- 
pletely as I have in these pages. 
Strangely enough, it seemed a mat- 
ter of course that I should, when 
our conversation was ended, tell 
him of my intention to seek admis- 
sion into the Catholic Church upon 
returning home. Never had I 
imagined that it would be so easy 
to express this resolve of mine, and 
never since that moment have I 
faltered in my intention. 

“On Thursday, August 24, I was 
received by Father Naber at noon 
and was able once more to discuss 
ail my affairs with a priest. He, 
goodness itself, told me he was pre- 
pared for my coming, because 
Theresa had spoken to him that 
morning about me, after her Holy 
Communion and in the state of 
Exalted Rest, saying that someone 
would come to him today, and that 
he must be very kind toward him. 
At about one o'clock in the after- 
noon my wife, whose fourth visit it 
was, and I, accompanied by rela- 
ives, called on the Stigmatist. A 
goodly number of visitors were al- 
ready waiting. Herr Neumann 
inspected the permits very carefully, 
as he always did. It had been agreed 
among us that I was to be the first 
to enter Resl’s room, and I was 
cverjoyed at the prospect of seeing 
her again. When I entered with 
‘Gruss Gott!’ as a greeting, I noticed 
that she was not taken by surprise. 
‘Are you the husband of the woman 
who... 2’ she asked. I smiled and 
told her that my wife was waiting 
outside and had brought a number 
ot relatives with her. That pleased 
her, but she was glad indeed when 
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I told her that I came this time in a 
frame of mind far different from 
that of my first visit a few years 
ago. I brought her greetings from 
my younger son, who had visited 
her with me in 1931, and the grati- 
tude of my older son, who was now 
a Catholic. She remembered both 
of them well and praised the older 
one’s noble character. ‘The poor 
Protestants,’ said she, ‘I feel so 
sorry for them.’ ... ‘Yes,’ added I, 
‘they have half-things only”... 
‘Oh, if it were even that much! I 
know that you wish to have the 
whole, all!’ This made me happy 
and confident. 


“Early on Friday morning, Aug- 
ust 25, probably about forty people 
waited in front of the Neumann 
house to witness the Passion ec- 
stasy. Our group entered the room 
between ten and ten-thirty o’clock. 
We saw Theresa’s wounds and eyes 
bleeding during her vision of the 
carrying of the cross; and her suf- 
fering during the scene in which 
Our Lord is laid upon the cross for 
the boring of the nail holes. Shaken, 
some ten others stood beside me 
and stared at this manifestation of 
Theresa’s vicarious pain. ‘Dear 
Saviour,’ she had said once, ‘I add 
my suffering to Yours. You can 
distribute it, so that all people will 
love you. 


“When I was present at the Pas- 
sion ecstasy for the first time in 
1931, I was filled with fear and con- 


trition. Any man who would not be 
shaken by this spectacle must have 
a heart of stone. ‘We are different 
from what we were,’ I had written 
at that time in my diary. Today 
there was no horror, no fear. Had 
not the blessing of Resl’s atoning 
pain fallen upon my son, upon me? 
Full of gratitude, I was about to 
leave the room with the others when 
Father Naber bade me in a whisper 
to stay. When the last of the 
visitors had departed—a pause in 
the ecstasy had come, and Theresa 
had fallen deathlike into the so- 
called state of prepossession—the 
priest led me to the bed on which 
the Mystic lay as if asleep. I 
touched one of her stigmatized 
hands. Suddenly a smile of child- 
like joy, of more than earthly radi- 
ance lit up her waxen, blood- 
be-drenched face. ‘Yes, this is he 
who desires to come to the Saviour!’ 
said she, overjoyed at the success 


of her prayer and pain; overjoyed 
at bringing another soul to her Re- 
deemer. ‘Do you know, I had to 
suffer much for you, but now every- 
thing will be all right. Now you 
shall find peace.’ In her childlike 
joy she chatted, as if half asleep, 
tor she can see nothing. She spoke 
of my characteristics, poured joy, 
hope and strength into my soul. She 
spoke of my sons, and of the con- 
vert elder one she said that he was 
‘so true’, and this Father Naber 
told me is the highest praise she can 
bestow. Then she sank back into 
the pillows and lay as one who is 
dead. Softly I put her hand back 
upon the bed, caressing it gently, 
thankful for all that she had 
endured for me. One final look at 
this unforgettable picture of pain, 
and we left the room quietly. 


“Toward twelve o'clock I went to 
the Neumann house once more, this 
time with about twenty others, 
mostly priests. Theresa was now 
witnessing the crucifixion of Our 
Lord. We experience the terrible 
last act of the tragedy of Golgotha. 
Theresa Neumann with her head 
bent sideways, listening intently to 
the words of Christ the Saviour on 
the cross, bleeding profusely from 
eyes and heart and head. The head- 
dress and jacket were drenched 
with blood, as one could see from a 
distance. Once a smile floated 
across her countenance. The Sav- 
iour on the Cross had looked upon 
her. But we were shaken at the 
way in which she showed forth the 
agony of the dying Saviour. The 
fingers of the bored hands moved 
convulsively in bitter pain. Theresa 
tried to moisten her lips with her 
tongue, to assuage a little the mar- 
tyrdom of Christ. She became 
filled with aversion when the sponge 
with the vinegar touched her lips. 
She heard the brutal words and the 
scoffers beneath the Cross; infinite 
horror and contempt were mirrored 
in her features. The pain-distorted 
oval of her ashen face lengthened 
in death. A violent, cramp-like 
movement: ‘Jt is consummated. 
Theresa Neumann, dying a mystical 
death, sank back upon the bed. I 
thanked God that I was allowed to 
see this picture. I shall preserve it 
sacredly in my heart until I die. 


“We reached our home on Sep- 
tember 10. Two days later I called 
on the priest who had instructed my 
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older son. I told him of my expe. 
rience in Konnersreuth, of my new 
attitude, and asked him to 

me for admission into the ch, 
He listened to me very attentively, 
then told me that my announcement 
was wholly unexpected. He had 
considered all else possible, but not 
this. My belligerently - Protestant 
utterances of the past were so well 
known that the idea of my conver- 
sion had never occurred to him. My 
petition was granted, but there was 
a long, steep hill to climb before | 
could reach my goal. The height 
which my son achieved so readily, 
his father had to win by stubborn 
persistence. And there were thorns 
along the way. My regular attend- 
ance at the little Catholic church 
of our capital became known to the 
people in general and to my 
acquaintances. Coldness was in 
the eyes of some I met in the 
streets, and some changed their 
opinions of me and their attitude 
became noticeably formal and dis- 
approving. 


“I did not escape the demands of 
relatives for explanations, some- 
thing which no convert is spared. 
In this thoroughly Protestant land, 
if one in a position of some impor- 
tance and already sixty years of 
age becomes a Catholic, it is a 
situation in the face of which one 
stands helpless, and for the well- 
known and respected family which 
it concerns, it amounts to a dis- 
grace. I saw how, against my will, 
entirely against my will, and with- 
out fault of mine, a wall was being 
built around me, a wall made up of 
mistrust, aversion, and lack of 
understanding, even though formal 
intercourse did not cease. But all 
this could not deter me; on the con- 
trary it drove me the more 
resolutely toward my goal. On 
December 30, 1933, I entered the 
Catholic Church, and on December 
31st, I received my First Holy 
Communion.”

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The Reign of Christ and the World Crisis 


Excerpts from an Address given at the First International Congress of Christ the 
King, at Poznan, Poland, June 25 to 29, 1937 by Rev. Joseph H. Ledit, S.J. 


When on the last Sunday of October, 1926, the 
Catholic world celebrated for the first time the Feast 
of Christ the King, instituted the previous year after 
the close of the Holy Year, it happened owing to 
special circumstances that I was in Moscow. In the 
rest of Russia, they had vaguely heard of the institu- 
tion of tnis feast, but Moscow was the only city where 
it was celebrated in 1926. A little group of Faithful 
had gathered in the foreign church, opposite the Lou- 
bianka. The celebrant went up into the pulpit, and 
with moving simplicity announced to the faithful few 
that the Holy Father had instituted a new feast: that 
since the Great War many thrones had been over- 
turned and many crowns had rolled on the ground, 
and that only one kingship remained—that of Jesus 
Christ. These very simple words produced a power- 
ful effect on the Faithful. It seemed to me that this 
feast, humbly celebrated a few steps from the Kremlin, 
where the Red masters had just met in Congress and 
where Stalin was beginning to declare his dictatorship, 
was a sign of tremendous import. Stat crux dum 
volvitur orbis. 

But if material disorder has been distracting since 
the war and the aftermath of the war upset the political 
and economic equilibrium of the world, what shall be 
said of the confusion into which human souls have been 
plunged? Is it not a case of repeating the words of 
the prophet Isaiah: Omne caput languiden et omne 
cor moerens> Unrest in the material order impels the 
largely de-Christianized masses to risk everything to 
shake off the unhappy condition in which they find 
themselves. 


EARTHLY PARADISE DEMANDED 


An earthly paradise without delay is what they are 
asking and they are ready to take the most violent 
measures to create it. More and more are there of 
false gods and false prophets who humor the impa- 
tience of the over-excited crowds. They all promise 
exclusively material well-being. Men are ready to 
listen to the first one who comes to them with con- 
fidence and big promises, even if he asks the most 
incredible sacrifices. The weary crowds are at the 
mercy of the first comer. It is thanks to this general 
spirit that Communism has gained such enormous 
successes. 

In 1898 was held the first Congress of the Russian 
Socialist party, at Minsk. There were, all told, six or 
seven delegates, all of whom were put into prison. 
Such is the origin of the modern Bolshevik movement. 
But these six or seven persons were teachers of a 
doctrine. Bolshevism in thirty-nine years rooted itself 
in the U. S. S. R., Mexico, part of Spain, and China; 
and in conseqence imposed its law on about two hun- 
dred and fifty million inhabitants. In every other coun- 
try in the world are found disciplined groups of 
Partisans, about seven million militant supporters, 


adults or young people, ready to sacrifice their live 
for the triumph of their ideal. To this figure must | 
added at least seventy million sympathizers who 
openly collaborate with the Communist party, and who 
share the same ideal. 

These figures are formidably eloquent. It seems in- 
credible that so many minds cotild have been so 
radically diverted in such a few years, and that so 
many wills, instead of being directed towards reconcila 
tion between men, could make their object that of civil 
war, and the annihilation of religion. Let me stress 
this point. Bolshevism’s most widespread menace 
seems to be, not the overthrow of society, but the 
ravages it wreaks in souls. On this account, I believe 
it must be recognized that in every country this danger 
is very real, if not to overthrow the established order, 
at least to pervert a great number of souls. 


CoMMUNISM’s TACTICS 


It is characteristic that Communism does not exer- 
cise its influence everywhere in the same fashion. In 
a growing number of countries, Communism has been 
declared illegal. The menace has made itself felt 
not only by a perversion of spirits and hearts, a result 
for which a great many statesmen have only a second- 
ary interest, but a veritable catastrophe in which every- 
thing is overwhelmed as it has recently been over- 
whelmed in Red Spain. Thus Communism has been 
declared illegal in Poland and Germany, in several 
Balkan countries, in Italy, Portugal, in several British 
colonies, and finally in nearly every country in South 
America. But in all these countries it exists. 

Two years ago there were said to be 32,000 Com- 
munists in Poland; if one can believe informants who 
come from various parts of the country, Communism 
has notably increased since then. I may say, that in 
one province of eastern Poland about eighty per cent 
of the non-Catholic youth is moving towards a Com- 
munist revolution. 

I do not know what is the strength of Communism 
in Germany, but in 1936 about 400 Communist pub- 
lications were secretly circulated there. The small 
Italian Communist party has four periodicals and in 
various instances leaflets have been audaciously dis- 
tributed in the most diverse places. Before the Com- 
munist party in Argentina became the object of repres- 
sive measures, 1,045 different Communist papers cit- 
culated throughout the country. I take these figures 
from Senor Sanchez Sorondi who had a list of these 
publications. It is obvious that the Communist party 
has not given up its activity in consequence of these 
measures. 


THE TREND IN INDIA 


In British India the small Communist party has been 
banned from its origin, and repression is carried out 
with the utmost vigilance and energy, but Pandit 
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Jawaharlal Nehru, the president of the India National 
ngress, has undertaken to lead India’s workers and 
ants to Socialism and thereby to Communism, for

In other countries, Communism enjoys a legal exist- 
ence, and profits by it to record important successes.

munist party, which 
in 1935, at the time 
of the Seventh 
Congress of the 
Communist Inter- 
national, had 70,- 
000 supporters, to- 
day has 322,000, to 
whom must be 
added 82,000 young 
Communists and it 
exerts an appreci- 
able influence on 
the future of the 
country; in the 
same period, the 
strength of English 
Communism rose 
from 7,500 to 12,- 
500; it is hard to 
measure the prog- 
ress of Commu 
nism in the United 
States, but a corre- 
spondent wrote to 
me a few days ago 
hat he had proof 
that the Commu- 
nists were seeking 
control of almost 
the whole working- 
class movement in 
California. 


A French pro- 
fessor, just back 
from the United 
States, where he 
goes frequently, 
reports that about 
fifty per cent of the 
staff of the news- 
papers are Commu- 
nists, or sympa- 
thizers. In th 
schools, especially 
the higher schools, Communist propaganda is openly 
carried on, and the recent American youth congress 
“against Fascism and War” presented a sensational 
success. In Canada, in five years the Communist effec- 
tives have risen from 3,000 to 15,000. 

It is obvious that so dynamic a force exerts an 
influence far beyond the strength of its own parties. 
This is especially true of Communism and the press.

History’s LESSON 


The lessons of the last few years have taught men 
that worldly goods are perishable. Hodie mihi, cras 
tibi! (Me today, you tomorrow!) Persons whose 
fortunes seemed unshakable find themselves today 
reduced to beggary. If in the past when they had the 
means they closed their ears to the solemn warnings 
that the Popes multiplied during the past fifty years on 
the danger of the inequality of riches, and on the 
necessity of treating the lowly as brothers, then today 
they have only to strike their breasts. If they had laid 
up treasure in Heaven, by bestowing on the poor, they 
would have perhaps avoided the total ruin which has 
fallen upon’them. At all events, they would have the 
consolation of knowing that they did not dig their own 
graves. Those of our Catholics who would not hearken 
to the words of the Pope when he spoke of justice and 
charity, let them listen to the growing voice of revolu- 

, and let them apply themselves with all their 
trength to the study of the Pope’s doctrines, and put 
them into practice whilst they have time. The King- 
jom belongs to the poor. 


The other precept on which the Encyclical Divini 
Redemptoris insists with the greatest energy is that of 
harity. The charity, that is, that supposes justice, and 
ina most special way social justice, but also humility 
and sweetness, and which teaches us to see in our 
eighbor our brethren in Christ. Why have the Com- 
munists succeeded so, with their doctrine of hatred 
if it is not because so many people do not know any 
more how to love? And what have they found to take 
the place of charity? Alms, pre-deducted out of erst- 
while ill-gotten money? A philanthropy which would 
seem to have above all for its aim the glorification of 
him who practices it and the humiliation of him who 
is the beneficiary? That is not the charity that Christ 
taught us. 


It is said that Lenin on his deathbed repented of 
his bloody work, and told one of those standing near 
that he had been mistaken, and what Russia needed 
was ten Francis of Assisi. Ten Francis of Assisi, and 
the world would not be living today under the night-

and profoundly true it is that the 
world today needs above all, to 
re-learn at the feet of Him who 
is sweet and humble of Heart, 
what it is, this poverty, humility 
and love of one’s neighbor!

But if there is a lesson we ought 
to have learned during recent 
years it is the necessity of union 
among Catholics. Union which 
the Sovereign Pontiff preaches 
with all the ardor of his soul. 
Union, which he asked in his last 
Encyclical with specially moving 
accents, union which for years he 
had recommended to the Catholics 
of Spain, for he foresaw that a 
kingdom divided shall be har- 
rowed; union on which he insists 
today more than ever for he knows 
that those who work to disunite Catholics incur a ter- 
rible responsibility, that of conspiring with the godless 
for the ruin of the Christian world. The Church has 
the only organization in the world which can conquer 
the atheist attack. With its Hierarchy established by 
God Himself, which binds the Sovereign Pontiff to the 
humblest of the Faithful in the last parish at the end 
of the world, with the active and contemplative religious 
Orders, which are the immense army of Christ like so 
many chosen bands, lay organizations, Catholic Action, 
class organizations, specialized movements, auxiliary 
organizations which can serve it as conquering van- 
guards to penetrate every place, the Church is capable 
of summoning vast masses. 

A new wind stirs the Church. Under the impulse of 
the Holy Spirit, the Faithful are sanctifying them- 
selves. At the voice of the Sovereign Pontiff, the most 
touching works are multiplying. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of hours of adoration are humbly offered up, 
that God may come to the aid of his people.

With more confidence than ever, armed with the 
sweetness and humility of Her Divine Spouse, the 
Catholic Church, on which the eyes of the whole world 
are fixed today, prepares to unite men once more in an 
immense spirit of charity and concord which will bring 
her most malevolent foes to the feet of the ever- 
conquering Christ.

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The Church Unity Octave 


In last month's issue of THE Lamp we made a plea 
to the Catholie“Clergy in particular, and to the 
Reveeet? Clergy of all other denominations, that they 
and their flocks should unite in the forthcoming OcTAvE 
or Prayer from January 18th to January 25th to the 
end that through the grace of God the day may be 
hastened when the dissident Christians of the world 
may find the way back to that True Unity estab- 
lished by Our Lord Jesus Christ, which has its center 
in the One, Holy, Catholic and Apostolic Church 
and today is guided by Christ’s Vicar, our Holy 
Father, Pope Pius XI. Only in that True Unity of 


Christ will the enemies of Christian faith and practice 
now so rampant throughout a great part of the world, 


find an impassable barrier to their onward march of 
destruction. 

Last year a number of our Bishops in the United 
States, and also abroad, issued pastoral instructions to 
their clergy for the observance of the Octave in their 
dioceses. Of the many such pastorals we have seen, 
we would like to cite that of His Excellency, Most Rev. 
James Morrison, Bishop of Antigonish in Nova Scotia, 
as a model. It is dated January 7, 1937 and reads: 


“Dear Reverend Father: 

“The Church Unity Octave, which originated with the 
Franciscan Friars of the Atonement of Graymoor, N. Y., 
has for its object the return of all dissident Christians to 
the unity of the One True Fold, the Holy Catholic Church. 
The observance of this Octave has the approval of the Holy 
See, and a Plenary Indulgence has been granted by the 
Holy Father to every one of the Faithful who on the first 
or last day of the Octave shall receive Holy Communion 
under the usual conditions. The Octave begins on January 
18th, Feast of St. Peter's Chair at Rome, and ends on 
January 25th, Feast of the Conversion of St. Paul. 

“This devotion has spread over many of the Christian 
countries, and has been incorporated into some Diocesan 
Ordos. Of further interest is the encouraging fact that it is 
taking a hold on the minds of non-Catholic Christians, of 
whom a considerable number observe the Octave in their 
desire for Christian unity. 

“This devotion should have its special appeal to all the 
Clergy, the Religious Communities and the laity of the 
diocese here as elsewhere, and to this end I ask the Rev- 
erend Clergy to make a special Memento in their daily Mass 
during the course of the Octave. Also, with this same ob- 


ject in view, there is hereby prescribed de mandato during 
the same period in the Mass the Collect of the Missa ad 
tollendum Schisma, and the Reverend Pastors will alse 
bring to the attention of the Religious Communities and the 
Faithful under their charge the purpose of this Octave 
inviting them to join in prayer and devotion during that 
time, that under God's good providence the prayer of Christ 
may be realized—That all may be one, as the Father awl 
He are one” 
Ue James Morrison, 
Bishop of Antigonish 


It is our hope that the Church Unity Octave this 
coming January will be observed to a greater extent 
than ever before in all Christian lands, but that happy 
result can be obtained only with the wholehearted sup- 
port of our Bishops and Priests everywhere in bring- 
ing the Church Unity Octave to the attention of the 
Catholic faithful and urging their participation. No 
one can estimate the great fruits and blessings which 
have flowed from the Throne of Divine Grace as a 
result of this beautiful outpouring of prayer from the 
hearts and lips of countless thousands in pleading for 
that Unity which Christ Himself so ardently desired. 
Year after year an ever-increasing number of our 
non-Catholic brethren are animated by the same senti- 
ments of prayerful hope that the schisms and divisions 
will be healed and they gladly unite in observing the 
Octave.

The new Chief Justice of the Su- 
perior Court of Massachusetts, Hon 
John P. Higgins, is the first Catholic 
of Irish descent to be named for that 
office in the history of the State.

Rev. Carl I. Shoemaker, Rector of 
the Episcopal Church of the Annuncia- 
tion, Philadelphia, recently published in 
his parish paper the following remarks 
about sit-down strikes: 

“Sit-Down Strikes are being head 
lined by the newspapers as if they 
were a novelty, while as a matter of 
fact, the Church has been dealing with 
sit-down strikers for centuries. The dif- 
ference between the modern and the 
age-old sit-down strike is that the 
latter strike at home, (we only 
wish they would stage it in church) 
These home sit-down strikers joined 
the Union at Baptism; they were then 
united with Christ and, through Him, 
with one another; therefore their strike 
is really against God and fellow-men— 
against the Union. Fortunately for 
God and for us their sit-down-at-home 
strike does not stop the rest of God's 
workers; but it does hinder God’s work 
and make the workers work the harder 
Then these strikers get no strike bene- 
fits—they get neither food nor drink 
all they get is a few extra hours in bed. 
Maybe that satisfies them. But, strange 
to relate, when death comes to these 
sit-down strikers, they always call in 
the Chaplain of the Union to conduct 
the funeral—and what they get out of 
that we dunno.” 
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On St. Francis Day, October 4th, there arrived from 
Ireland at St. Francis Convent, the Mother House of 
the Sisters of the Atonement, Graymoor, three Postu- 
lants from Mother Lurana Mary Francis House, County 
Leitrim, Ireland. The names of the Postulants and 
whence they came are as follows: 

Mary McGowan, Ahanlish, County Leitrim; Mary 
Eames, Rossinver, County Leitrim; Mary Ellen Kil- 
kelly, Kinvara, County Galway. 

There are at the present time ten Postulants in the 
Sisters’ Novitiate and seventeen Novices. Although 
this is a goodly number, so many pressing invitations 
are coming to our Sisters from the Bishops asking the 
Mother General for Sisters of the Atonement to work 
in their Dioceses, that many more Postulants are 
needed in order that the Sisters of the Atonement may 
become Missionaries in all lands, which is our daily 
prayer at Graymoor. 


In order to fit them 
for their future work, 
at the present time 
instructions are being 
given to the Novices in 
Spanish, French and 
Italian, and they also 
receive Catechetical 
instructions twice a 
week, for teaching 
catechism to the young, 
which is their specialty. 

On St. Francis’ Day 
another Mission center 
of our Sisters was es- 
tablished, this time in 
Soledad, in the Diocese 
of Monterey - Fresno, 
California. The new 
Mission bears the name 
of Our Lady of Solace. 
The Sisters will be 
required to work among 
Mexicans, Portuguese 
and Italians, and to 
visit seven Mission sta- 
tions, which will keep 
them much occupied.

A pilgrimage is really a spiritual journey and con- 
sequently the high points of the day spent at Graymoor 
are the outdoor Mass and Benediction, and the venera- 

tion of the Relic of St. 
Anthony. There re- 
mains plenty of time 
however, to visit the 
many places of interest 
at Graymoor. 


We wish to take this 
occasion to thank all of 
our friends who came 
to see us. We hope 
that they thoroughly 
enjoyed their short 
stay and that during 
the time they were with 
us they were able to 
absorb a measure of 
the quiet and spiritual 
peace so characteristic 
of Graymoor. 

The Feast of our 
Holy Father St. Fran- 
cis was celebrated with 
great solemnity this 
year. Our Very Rev.

Anselm pleaded and begged 
for financial help, and by the labor of the men them- 
selves, he was able to construct the large fire proof 
building of brick, cement and steel to which the Inn, 
Number Two still serves as an annex. To spread devo- 
tion to Our Blessed Mother and to acquaint the Ameri- 
can public with his work, Fr. Anselm inaugurated and 
developed the Ave Maria Hour, and today it is one of 
the popular Catholic Radio hours on the air. 

Fr. Patrick, S.A., his successor, is well suited to 
carry on the work Fr. Anselm, S.A. has begun. Shortly 
after his ordination he was Procurator and then for 
three years he was Guardian of our Atonement Semi- 
nary at the Catholic University, Washington, D. C.

Medical Missions are as 
old as the Catholic Church. 
Ever have the members of 
the Mystical Body stood by 
and assisted the afflicted 
brothers and sisters of that 
Body. In the Foreign Mis- 
sion Field, especially, have 
Shepherds of the flock, de- 
voted Brothers and Sisters, 
labored to alleviate bodily 
afflictions. Usually this bad 
to be done with such material 
means as a small medicine 
box coupled with the use 
of good judgment. How- 
ever, with the advances of 
medical science in all its 
branches, with the means of 
travel and _ transportation, 
with the opportunities tor 
higher education available, 
especially to women, the 
time has come for Sisters to 
launch out in the beautiful 
and fruitful field of Medical 
Missions. As ever the clar- 
ion call has come out from 
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the Citadel whose Head cannot misguide, cannot fail. 
Thus the opening paragraph of the Decree of Medical 
Missions issued on the Feast of Our Lady of Lourdes, 
states: 


“It has always been the practise of this Sacred Con- 
gregation to have the methods of the apostolate con- 
form to the varying needs of time and place. Several 
missionary Ordinaries have brought to the attention of 
the Holy See the necessity of making more appropriate 
provision for the health of mothers and infants... . 
This Sacred Congregation would like to see new institu- 
tions for women founded who will dedicate themselves 
to health work... . These new duties demand a proper 
technical and Spiritual preparation. . . . The religious 
must see a noble expression of Christian churity in 
this delicate service, a charitable work destined to ease 
bodily misery and to open the way for the grace o| 
the Redemption.” 


For the past thirty-five years, the breeze, although 
quite gentle in the beginning has been blowing steadily 
in the direction of Professional Medical Missions. It 
was Dr. Agnes McLaren, a Scotch convert, who first 
wafted it afloat. Gradually it gained momentum and 
in 1925 it took final shape and became a reality when 
Dr. Anna Dengel, who had studied medicine on the 
advice of Dr. McLaren, and later went to India, wit! 
the assistance of the Rev. Michael Mathias, C.S.C., 
founded the Society of Catholic Medical Missionaries, 
whose Motherhouse is in Brookland, Washington, D.C. 
Its aim is to recruit and prepare Sisters, spiritually and 
medically, for the Foreign Mission Field. These go 
out as Doctors, Dentisis, Pharmacists, Nurses, etc. 
The Community also requires a large group to do 
secretarial work, household duties, etc. In 1927 one 
of the Sisters, who is a graduate of Bellevue Hospital, 
was sent to London to take a special course in mid- 
wifery. In 1935 one of its members was graduated 
from the Woman’s Medical College in Philadelphia. 


SHE IS, AS FAR AS CAN BE DETERMINED, THE FIRSi 
SISTER IN THE CaTHOLIC CHURCH TO COMPLETE HER 
STUDIES AND OBTAIN A DEGREE OF Doctor OF MEDICINE, 
AS A SISTER. 


At present three more Sisters are studying medicine. 
In 1927 the Society opened its first hospital in Rawal- 
pindi, in Northern India. In 1930 two Maternity and 
Child Welfare Centers were opened in Dacca, Bengal. 
Later the nursing of a five-hundred-bed hospital in the 
same city was taken over by the Sisters. All this 
goes to show that the Holy Spirit was working slowly 
but surely when Dr. McLaren, in the early years of this 
century, had the impulse to do something for the sicl 
in the Missions and especially later when Dr. Anna 
Dengel felt moved to found a Society and to formulate 
its work and constitutions. 


History shows that when the Father of Christendom 
sends out a call, His children, in great numbers, 
answer promptly and go generously, and so there is 
every reason to hope that large groups will enlist them- 
selves as Medical Missionaries. For this reason we 
may look forward with great hope and confidence to 
much physical and spiritual benefit for the suffering 
millions of the non-Christian world.

We are going to ask your prayers this month for the 
success of the Franciscan Friars and the Sisters of the 
Atonement in putting through some very large building 
projects that are really necessary in the expansion of 
our Atonement Institute. 


WE BEGIN WITH THE SISTERS 


You know that the Sisters established a Mission of 
Our Lady of the Atonement on the summit of Monte 
del Gallo, a hill in Rome that is on a level with the 
dome of St. Peters, and only a short distance away 
from it, so that I believe if King David was there with 
his sling he could throw a stone from Monte del Gallo 
that would reach as far as St. Peter's Church. You 
know, also, how on Shrove Tuesday last, the wooden 
Chapel on Monte del Gallo was burned to the ground, 
and now the Sisters are confronted with the necessity 
of building a permanent Convent and a large Chapel 
for the hundreds of people in the vicinity who seek to 
worship there. Last Easter, for example, a thousand 
people heard Mass in the Sister’s little hall which most 
providentially was not destroyed by fire. This Convent 


only filled to repletion at the 
present time, but we have a 
waiting list of twenty young 
men whom we cannot receive, because we have no 
room, 

The architect drew the plans a number of years ago 
of the addition to the College at an estimated cost of 
$100,000. Our Novitiate Building is also overcrowded 
and with the increased classes graduating each year 
from the Preparatory College, together with the in- 
creased number of Lay-Brother applicants, an exten- 
sion of the Novitiate Building at a cost of $25,000 is 
necessary—and then there is the Major Seminary at 
Washington in connection with the Catholic University. 
An enlargement of that will be an imperative necessity 
within the next twenty-four months—and that will 
mean at least another $50,000. So we are asking our 
Rosarians to pray that all these funds which we require 
for the execution of the building program may be 
supplied. 

You may think that your prayers will not avail to 
obtain such large sums, but for your encouragement we 
are going to quote from a letter to the Rosarians which 
we issued way back in April, 1923. listen to what we 
asked the Rosarians to pray for at that time: 

“The Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost has made the 
first payment in the purchase of a large tract of land 
hard by the grounds of the Catholic University in 
Washington, D. C., which is to be the Educational 
Center of our Institute. 

“For this tract of land, thirty-three and one-third 
acres in ex*ent, we have contracted to pay the sum of 
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One Hundred and Ninety Thou- 
sand Dollars in a period of five 
years. It was only by degrees we 
were able to adjust our own mind 
to the magnitude of the purchase; 
but, little by little, it became 
more evident to us that God willed 
it so and that certitude non 
strengthens the faith of the Friars 
that the money to pay for the 
property will be forthcoming in 
due season.” 

No doubt our Rosarians helped 
us by their prayers at that time 
and God answered them by mak- 
ing it possible for us to meet that 
heavy obligation in the time ap-

I can see her now, tall, erect, im- 
posing, her broad Irish face full of 
humor and kindliness, and full of 
character too.

In 
our large cities, where Masses are offered one after 
the other, in such quick succession, that with the large 
number of communicants, only a brief time is left for 
a sermon, and for properly instructing the congrega- 
tion. What about the leakage? Statistics are most 
alarming. May it not be precisely the lack of proper 
instruction, that is the cause of the falling away of 
youth ? 

Priests of God, is this the fulfilling of the command 
of Jesus Christ and Him crucified? In our day when 
everyone is striving to give forth the very best that is 
in him, are we Priests going to stay behind in the all- 
important work of Preaching and let the enemy have 
full sway in regard to the souls of our people—our 
spiritual children? 

A day is coming when we will see our grave mis- 
take, but then it will be too late. We will have missed 
our chance. What will be our lot in eternity? Con- 
sider well, my brother Priests, where wilt thou be in 
eternity, heaven or hell? It is not, my dear brother 
Priests, that we are not earnest in our work, but that 
we are so much taken up with material things, such as 
financial cares, building and the like. 

The work of the Priest is primarily, the sanctifica- 
tion of immortal souls, the Preaching of the Gospel, 
administration of the Sacraments. All these things 
are not to be neglected. “Seek ye first the Kingdom of 
God and His Justice and all things will be added 
thereunto.” Give a good deal of your time to medita- 
tion and prayer, and your work will receive a blessing 
from on High, and the Priestly work will never be 
secondary. Beg Our Heavenly Mother to help you and 
she will aid you far more than you can ever imagine. 
Do not rely too much on what you can do, for our help 
is from the Lord. Without Him we can do absolutely 
nothing. He will never see our work fail, provided we 
eek His blessing on all our endeavors. His richest 
graces and blessings will accompany our every work.
